“SOimetimes in the enthusiasm of 
reform, tihere is 
im|>atiience 
witii 
legal limitations, such us leutl us lo 
disregard or ignore them. 
I don’t 
think that the best way to get rid 
of the legal lltmitation that inter­ 
feres with iprogress. 
The t>est way 
is to have the people ainderstand that 
the limitations ought to be removed 
and the statutes ought to conform 
twiCh our highest ideals and am>bi- 
tlons; Ibut th at/th e first to do is to 
«hange the law, not to rely upon 
the executive ti> ignore the siatute.s 
and follow law unto himself. 


“If you deijart any way from’ the 
law you are bing led into the wilder­ 
ness, by Which you cannot .suO)se- 
quently guide your steps. 
I hava 
noticed a tendeney to hold the ex* 
ocutive responsible for not 
doing 
many things that are the ,business af 
my friends in congress. 
That does 
not rid the executive of the responsi­ 
bility of recoirumending changes in 
the law, but does prevent his execut­ 
ing t-hese changes without action of 
the legislative 'branch. 
As I intend 
to recommend fnany measures at the 
next m eeting oif congress I have tak­ 
en this method of intimating where 
the res{x>nsibiMty will be if those 
measures d o n ’t pass.”

TOie following speech was deliver­ 
ed by Col. Harris w^elcooning Presi­ 
dent Taft to state fair: 


The follow ing is Col. Harris’ ad­ 
dress: 


Mr. Chairman, Gentlermen o.f the 
Fair; Ladles and Gentlemen: 


On »the 16th of last January, in the 
ca*pltol o’*ty of Georgia, it fell to my 
l<ot to introduce to the students of the 
Technological School tihe then Presi­ 
dent ebict of this great natio'n. 


I said then, as J feel still, that this 
W'as one of the most conspicuous ev­ 
ents that had occurred in all my life. 
Standing before that student body of 
five hundred young engineers 
in 
Georgia’s great capítol to present to 
them for a cordial greeting and an 
address, one w ho had just il)een se­ 
lected to 'presidte over the destinies 
Oif this mighty Republic, I conceice 
to be an ^honor and 
a distinction 
worthy to crorwn a life time of labors. 


But to-day in this city where my 
liife has (Ijeen apent, 'among my neigh- 
ibors and iriende, and in this^ match- 
leí® gaithering a f people of this dear 
old State, how ¡much higher in digni­ 
ty is the ,m;ission with’ wlhicfi I have 
1>een entrusted], for I conne to intro­ 
duce to you th e Chief Magistrate of 
the most poiwertful naition on earth, 
who is here to greet you in a social 
way, and to speak to you os your fel­ 
low citizen am ong these momentous 
surroundings. 
Then he w as only the 
elected of the people, but to-day he 
coimes dressed in the robes of office 
and artmed* with all the pou-^ers that 
l>elong to th e great constitutional 
position which he fills in this great 
constitutional government. 


An army of 'bayonets is behind 
him; the cannon nf a ithousand float­ 
ing monsters ojf the seas are at his 
call: the tri-colored flag oif our coun­ 
try is raised o r lowered at his com- 
m¿ftd, andl the innuimerable agencie«; 
of this great governpment are around 
and about /hira for honor and 
for 
safety. 


And' yet. I tthinik he comes with a 
grander ^bulwark than all those; For 
as his triumplial march across the 
continent demonstrates, 
he 
carries 
with hi'imi the undivided hearts 
of 
more than eighty 
million 
people, 
whose admiration and gooid will (his 
first year’s service as their ruler has 
eh'nllenged and brriuglrt to his side. 


Representing all this today, my 
countrymen. <he stands before us an 
the most distingniilshedi ciitizen of anv 
i^iim onw ealth in all this earth. 


May I not veni^aire here the state- 
•m'ent that he is indeed verifying al­ 
ready, the T>rophecy wMcn his friends 
made rf him when he donned the 
ro|í>és ef office. 


To those am ong them w^ho have 
cloaelv «--atched the trend of passing 
w en ts, his nine months o f adminJs- 
traticin woulid' only seem it<> confirm 
th*^m in the belief that h e is undoubt­ 
edly to take his plaice in the 
very 
fipnt of the great men who have fill- 
ed this high p-nsition from Washing­ 
ton to Roosevelt.

PELLAGRA SOCIETY 


Organization Perfectetl for Pre%'en> 
tion of Uisea.s— E lecting to Be 
Held in Peoria Next June. 


Columbia, S. C., Nov. 4.— The Na­ 
tional Association for th e Prevention 
of Pellagra was organized to night 
at the conclusion of a tw o days’ con­ 
ference. 
Dr. J. W. Babcock, super­ 
intendent of the South Carolina Hos­ 
pital for the Insane, w^as 
elected 
president; Dr. George A. Zellar, sup­ 
erintendent of Illinois Hospital for 
the Insane at Peoria, HI., was elected 
secretary-treasurer. 


The first annual ¡pellagra congress 
is scheduled next June a t Peoria. 
Resolutions were adopted urging the 
national government to 
bring 
its 
Iiowerful resources to bear upon the 
prevention and control o f peuuagra, 
adding: 


“ Evidences of the 
relation 
be­ 
tween the use of sipoiled corn and 
the prevalence of pellagra seem so 
apparent^ that we com m end to the 
corn growers the great importance 
of fully maturing corn before cut­ 
ting.” 


The state boards of health are 
urged to investigate the prevalence 
of pellagra and insist upon proper 
inspection of the corn 
products.

.-'Vll English his­ 
tory down to the middle of the sev 
enteenth c e n tu r y and indeed, ever, 
later, w a s th e liistorv of the Ameri 
c'in no less thian of the English peo­ 
ple. 
Acordinv&ly the two thdngs that 
he would lik e rto urge upon 
them 
were that th e y should situdy history 
of every a g e and country through its 
literature a s w ell as through its ev 
ents and that, they sliould nover for 
get the con tin u ity of Engliish . and 
American hi-st'ory. 
This was true for 
Aimerica as a whole, bpoause the in 
siitutions o f th e United S'tates were 
those of the England of the sixteenth 
and se-venteenth centuries remoulded 
to sip't tjie conditions of a new coun 
try and a federation of .«states. 
It 
most evid en tly true of the South, be­ 
cause in th e older sou:th, Virg'in.ia 
the Carolinas and Georgia, the ponu- 
lation was a lm o st of '■a impure English 
and Scotch lris<h stock, iwhich had re­ 
ceived but very few immigrants from 
the rest o f Europe. 
Mr. Bryce then 
prcceeeded to ccm m end to the society 
another branch, o f history, the study 
■of conteimn>OTary events.' 
This age. 
like that whdch produced Raleigh and 
the founders of the earlier American 
colonies, was an age of ratiid expan­ 
sion and develop m en t and many of 
the problems, both eecno.mic and soc­ 
ial, which confronted Aimierica were 
virtually th e sam e as those which 
had arisen in Euroipe. 
Both as his­ 
torians and as good citizens who de- 
-.<=ire to comnrehend and deal iwdth t'he 
Q uestion whJ'Ch the South had to face, 
ttiey would do well to 
acquire 
knowledge o f th e (forip twhiich those 
questions have taken 
in 
Europe 
The more tdiat jiraotical men were 
aided by thin kers who studied the ex­ 
perience of oth er countries, the more 
steady and ass'uredi would 'be their 
advance tow’ards th e 
solution 
of 
those social and econcmic problems 
which had com e to the front lall over 
the world. 
As h e had urged niion 
the National Farm'er’s Congress the 
sunreme value of the applications <^f 
science to agriculture, so he w^ould 
urge unon such a society as theirs 
the study of th e economic phenomena 
o f Eurooe in connection .with those 
of the United States.
